Russian Admiralty Admits the 
Rossia Will Be Non 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. '19.—A feeling 
almost akin to despair reigns in the much 
tried Russian admiralty. 

The official report of Vice-Admiral] Skryd- 
loff, coming on the heels of .the known 
losses suffered by the Port Arthur squad- 
ron in its desperate sortie of Aug. 10 and 
the anxiety over the fate of the warships 
still unaccounted for, not only confirming 
the sinking of the Rurik, but showing that 
the injuries suffered by the Gromoboi and 


Rossia in the fight with Vice-Admiral 
Kamimura’s squadron. were even greater 


than anticipated, completes the crushing 
nature of the blow to Russia's ill-starred 
naval forces in the far east. 

So far as the immediate future is con- 
cerned, the admiralty does not disguise the 
fact that the Vladivostok squadron is de- 
stroyed. : 

The effect upon the public is most de- 
pressing. 

The only consolation found is in the 
words of praise bestowed on the officers 
and men and the unequal character of the 
fight, Russian naval experts, by the system 
of coefficients, figuring that inferiority of 
the Viadivostok squadron in armor and 
-uns was 69 to 200. 

In some quarters of the navy there is 
also a disposition to censure Rear-Admiral 
Jessen for abandoning the Rurik, even 
though standing by her would have meant 


that the Gromoboi and Rossia would have 


| shared her fate. 


The chief mystery at the admiralty here 
‘is why Vice-Admiral Kamimura drew off 
when Admiral Jeseen’s ships were at his 
mercy. The only explanation is that his 
squadron must have suffered such damage 
that it could not continue the battle.

JAPS WONDERFUL MARKSMEN. 


The most disheartening feature of the 
battle is the demonstration that the can- 
nonecring of the Japanese is effective at a 
distance at which a hit by the Russians is 
an accident. 

Admiral Skrydloff's report shows the 
Japanese opened the engagement at over 
six miles and that, within five minutes after 
firing the first shell, the KRurik was dis- 
abled by their extraordinary markmanship. 

Their first shells got the Russian range 
and the cruisers were exposed to a hail 
of miselies. 

The Russians, on the other hand, made no 
hits at that distance and it was only at the 
three-mile range their shooting scemed to 
be effective. 

In bis report of the engagement Admiral 
Jessen says: 

“Hardly five minutes passed before the 

Rurik left the ranks and signaled that 
her steering gear was disabled. I replied, 
‘Steer with the engines,’ and continued on 
my former course. 
“Beeing that all of the Japanese cruisers 
were concentrating their fire on the Rurik, 
‘all my subsequent maneuvering was exclu- 
sively with the object of enabling the 
Rurik to repair her damaged rudder. 

“IT attracted to myself the enemy's fire 
in order to cover the Rurik. (Admiral Jes- 
sen was on the flagship Rossia).

The American squadron at Shanghai con- 
sists of the battleships Wisconsin (flag- 
ship) and Qregon, the mcnitor Monadnock, 
the gunboat Villalopos and the torpedo 
boats Bainbridge, Decatur, Dale, Barry and 
Chauncey. Six other ships of the Asiatic 
feet are in adjacent waters. 

The Callao is at Maoao, the El] Cano at 
Hankow, the Helena at Canton, the Ral- 
eigh at Chemulpo and the Cincinnati and 
Frolic at Chefoo. 

Six colliers are attending the fleet. 

The possibility of trouble in China has 
been recognized for a long time and Ad- 
miral Stirling. following instructions, has 
quietly distributed practically his whole 
fleet through the threatened zone so that 
they would be immodiately available for 
the protection of American Interests or any 
other purpose. 

The American ships constitute the domi- 
nating force at Shanghai, and as they will 
take no part in any clash between Japan 
and China it is expected that the ships of 
the other powers will follow their example. 

Six warships of other neutral nations 
are also reported to be at Shanghai.

Alfred A. Knapp, Who Confessed His 
Crimes, Dies Without Fear or 
Emotion. 


HAD A LONG PRISON RECORD

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 198.—Alfred A. 
Knapp, convicted of the murder of his 
wife. Hanna Goddard Knapp, and who 
confessed to five murders, was electro- 
cuted in the annex at the Ohio peniten- 
tiary a few minutes after midnight. 

Knapp. who weakened when he found his 
last hope for life had gone and expressed 
a fear that he would have to be carried to 
the death chair, regained his nerve and 
met his fate with little show of fear or 
emotion. The first shock was applied at 
12:02, the second a minute later, and at 
12:99 he was pronounced dead. 

Knapp was born at Greensburg, Ind., 
1862 and for 20 years lived on a farm. 

His first criminal act was in Chicago in 
1882, where he committed a burglary. He 
served a sentence at Jaliet for that offense. 


First Murder 

in Cincinnati. 

In 1886 he married Jennie Connors at 
Lawrenceburg, Ind. Between 1886 and 184 
Knapp was confined in the penitentiaries 
in Jeffersonville and Michigan City and 
shortly after his release, according to his 
story, he murdered Emma L[ittleman in 
Cincinnati. 

Knapp claimed to have killed May Eck- 
ert in Cincinnati in 15%. 

Later in August of that year the body 
of Jennie Connors Knapp was found in a 


eanal in Cincinnati, the circumstances 
pointing to suicide, and a verdict was s0 
rendered. Knapp claimed he killed her on 
Aug. 7 and threw the body into the canal. 
In i895 Ida Geppert was murdered in In- 
dianapolis and Knapp claims to have killed 
her. Afterward Knapp returned to Cin- 
cinnati and in 1896 married Hannah God- 
dard, with whom he lived six months. 

In i887 he again appeared in Indianapo- 
lis and was sentenced to the Michigan City 
enitentiary for attac —- his cousin, Alice 
fill. Two years later he was sentenced 
to the Columbus penitentiary from Cincin- 
nati for two years upon a similar charge. 


Wife Disappears 
From Hamilton. 


In 1892 he was released and returned to 
his wife, then living in Hamilton, O. On 
Dec. 22 his wife mysteriously disappeared. 
Shortly afterward Knapp went to India- 
napolis.

The chemical analysis of the 
stomach contents and remaining portions 
of the powder showed that the drug was 
not cream of tartar, but tartar emetic, 
which is a virulent poison when taken in 
such quantities as taken by the deceas 
The evidence also showed that the cler 
who sold the drug was an unlicensed drug- 
ist, which is contrary to law, and we 

old the said clerk. Charles M. Farthing, 
guilty of culpable negligence, and his em- 
loyer, F. L. Richt, guilty of the same of- 
ense for permitting an unlicensed druggist 
to dispense drugs in his establishment.”

the Post-Dispatch: “What would you do to add to the suc- 
cess of the World’s Fair?” are bringing stiggestions worth con- 
sidering. 

Simon L. Boogher calls attention to the fact that some years 
ago the railway companies operating in this state carried pas- 
sengers for a short time to and from St. Louis at the flat rate 
of $1, and he suggests that it would be a good thing to put 
this rate in force for Missouri week. If the railroads can do 
this, it would make Missouri week a record-breaker. Mis- 
sourians would come here in such numbers that the railroads 
would reap great profits, and the total attendance at the 
Fair would be vastly increased. Of course these rates should 
include stwp-over privilege for the entire week. 

The suggestion of Nathan B. Williams is also touching rail- 
road transportation. He points out that, for visitors who 
come from a distance of more than 75 miles, a stop-over of 
vin days is too limited. It takes time to get located. Sun- 
day must be deducted. Also the time taken in coming and 
returning. He says that 15 days should be allowed on all 
tickets sold at such distances. This appears to be a valuable 
suggestion. ; 

And the suggestion to change the hours during which the 
exhibit buildings are open, so as to include the evening hours, 
is well worth consideration. Large numbers of St. Louis peo- 
ple who work all day would gladly pay more visits to the Fair, 
if the main buildings were open in the evenjng. They do not 
cate to go as often as they might, merely to see the attrac- 
tions now displayed after dark.

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NEW YORK WORLD'S EDITORIALS TODAY 


INDEPENDENT JOURNALISM. 


he Springfield (Mass.) Union has a strange conception 6f tndependent journal- 
It observes that: 

“Joseph Pulitzer, proprietor of the New York World, is also the happy owner 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. We say happy, because the St. Louis newspaper, 
like The World, is first-class in every respect and a great money maker. Mr. 
Pulitzer’s World, in quoting from Mr. Pulitzer’s Post-Dispatch, calls the latter ‘In- 
dependent,’ and we wonder what is meant. It is true that Mr. Pulitzer could not 
go Bryan and he has on occasions bolted Tammany, but we fail to recollect a 
single newspaper in the country that is more solid in support of ‘Democratic princi- 
ples’ than the World or the Post-Dispatch ”’ 

What sort of “Independence’’ would that be which is independent of principle? 
Would any word better describe that attitude of mind than_unprincipled? In the 
World's view of conviction and of duty it is always principle that dictates inde- 
pendence of thought and action. It is policy that dictates the servile attitude of 
the organic press. ‘ 

Under its present management, the World was dedicated and has been devoted 
to “Truly Democratic Ideas.’ But it has always reserved to itself the right of 
judgment as to what are and are not truly Democratic ideas and principles. It 
never has surrendered and will never surrender to any convention or candidate the 
custody of its conscience. And while proud of tts, independence, the World accepts 
as a high compliment the testimony of its contemporary in Springtield that it’ does 
not know “A single newspaper in the country that is“more solid tn support of Demo- 
cratic principles than the World or the Post-Dispatch.” 


This fidelity, the World proposes to maintain. But at the very beginning of a 
campaign in which it is earnestly supporting the Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent It has not hesitated to announce that “The World is not an organ; it does 
not defend any candidate for the sake Of party nor attack any other candidate be- 
cause of his party. It will fight for what seems to It to be right.” 


It was this spirit of independence, this sense of duty to the people which led the 
World to reject the Chicago platform and candidate in 1896; to support President 
Cleveland when he was right and condemn him when he was wrong: to warn the St. 
Louis convention that it would give Roosevelt “a walkover’ if it failed to make the 
party's position clear as t@& free silver; to urge Judge Parker to insist upon a cor- 
rection of the fatal blunder, and to declare that while it will support the Democratic 
candidate “it will not lie for Rim.’ 

It is the same spirit, and not any purpose to be captious, which caused the World 
to call upon Judge Parker for a clearer expression of his views as to the future of 
the Philippines, and sharply to call upon the Democratic committees to “wake up.” 


Of the latter, the Union, in quoting it, says: ‘This is certainly a roast on the 
managers, but most of us would call it an itindication of Democratic earnestness 
rather than the criticism of an independent.”’ 

Is our contemporary unable to perceive that “the criticism of an independent” 
is often the most legitimate and effective “Indication of Democratic earnestness” for 
principle? 

To be independent, is not in the World's view. to be a free lance in journalism— 
believing in the principles of neither party and attacking both without discrimina- 
tion, simply to make a point or a sensation. An independevt newspaper je rather 
one with settled convictions as to what is right and what is wrong—what is wise and 
what is foolish—in human society and in government, and with freedom and 
courage to express and defend its opinions, recognizing no authority save con- 
science, no obligation except to the people who trust it. Such independence the 
World has tried to maintain and will continue to practice, 


THE APOTHEOSIS OF ROOSEVELT.

CHICAGO, IIL, Aug. 15, 1808.

at Lee's place, a few miles above here, in 
April this year by some Winnebagoes have 
increased the sense of constant danger in 
which we live, but never once have we ex- 
pected so fearful a massacre as that which 
occurred today. 

After the affair at Lee’s all of our people 
moved into the Agency House, near Fort 
Dearborn, and fortified themselves. For 
some time hostile Indians hovered around, 
but for the past month we have had no 
cause for fear. 

Last week Catfish, a friendly Pattawato- 
inie chief, arrived with a message from 
Gen. Hull to Capt. Heald, commandant 
of the fort, announcing his arrival at De- 
troit with an army, the declaration of war 
with Great Britain, the invasion of Can- 
ada, und the loss of Mackinack. It also 
vonveyed an order to Capt. Heald to evac- 
uate the fort if practicable, and to dis- 
tribute the government property in the fort 
and agency among the Indians in the 
neighborhood. 

The officers and friendly Indians urged 
Capt. Heald not to leave the fort, as it 
would be dangerous to do so, the hostile 
Indians having received information from 
Tecumtha of the disaster to the American 
arms in Canada, and were daily becoming 
more restiess and insolent; but Capt. 
Heald resolved to carry out the instruc- 
tions of his superior officer. He calied a 
council of the Indians and told them of 
his intention to leave the fort and give 
them the stores. They received his offer 
with many protestations of friendship, and 
it was agreed that the distribution of 
goods, arms and provisions should take 
place day before yesterday. A guard of 
»)0 Pattawatomies offered to escort us 
through the wilderness to Fort Wayne. 

We began the distribution of the stores 
as agreed, the Indians having come in great 
numbers to receive them, but during the 
day Black Partridge, a friendly chief, 
warned us to be very careful on the mafch 
to Fort Wayne, and the distribution was 
stopped for that day. After consultation 
it was decided not to give the guns and 
ammunition to the Indians, so that night 
the muskets not needed by the garrison 
were broken up and,. with powder, shot, 
filnts and everything pertaining to  fire- 
arms, were thrown into a well near the 
sally port.

AOOSEVELT GIVES 
NTO LABOR UNION 


President Surrenders to the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists 
After Long Controversy. 


Special to the Post-Dispaton. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 
Roosevelt has completely 
the International Association of Machinists, 
which has been pushing a demand that the 
employes at the Washington navy yard be 
given a half holiday, with pay, on Satur- 
day afternoons during the summer, as are 
the government clerks. In giving his de- 
cision by which the demand is granted, R. 
J. Tracewell, comptroller of the treasury, 
directly reversed himself and ignored pre- 
cedents bearing on the case. 

Mr. Tracewell is the court of last resort 
in all such mattefs and is the one high 
government official who is popularly sup- 
posed to be sSnorney free from political 
influence of any kind even though it be 
from the White House. In this instance it 
is freely charged that Mr. Tracewell yield- 
ed to a mandate from the President that 
some way must be found of complying 
with the demand of the machinists, His 
decision was announced just after he left a 
conference at the White House to which 
he was accompanied by several labor 
leaders. 

After the party left Secretary Loeb said 
that he had gone over the law with the 
comptroller and found it to be quite plain.

We were scarcely aware of our danger 
when a storm of bullets came upon us. Our 
troops were quickly formed into line and 
the sand bank. forcing the 
Indians back, and the battle was then 
waged on the open prairie, 54 soldiers. 12 
civilians and three or four women against 
“0 Indian warriors. Of course, the con- 
flict was hopeless on our part. but we de- 
termined to make them pay dearly for 
every life which they took. The cowardly 
Miamis fled at the first onset, leaving us to 
fight against terrible odds. 

The conflict was short, esperate and 
bloody. Two-thirds of our people were 
slain or wounded, and all the horses, pro- 
visions and baggage were lost. We suc- 
ceeded’ in breaking through their ranks 
and gainimg a slight eminence on the prai- 
rie near a grove, but only 28 of us were 
able to fight. The savages did not pursue 
us, but gave signs of a desire to parley, 
and seeing the uselessness of further re- 
sistance, we surrendered as prisoners of 
war and were taken to the Indian encamp- 
ment near the fort. 


In this conflict the women bore con- 
gpicuous parts, fighting gallantly as long 
as their strength permitted. In a large 
wagon 12 white children were tomahawked 
by one Indian, and all the wounded were 
scalped in order to secure the bounty so 
liberally offered by Col. Henry Procter, 


he says: “The students traveled in Pull. 
and ate at the best hotels.”’ They 
did neither; they traveled second class in 
tourist sleepers and at at railroad eating 
houses, or missed their meals entirely. 
These “heathens had forefathers who 
were Christians before ‘‘Westerner’s” came 
over from—I don't know where. Mr. 
Roosevelt nor anyone else has sent these 
students around sightseeing. By econo- 
mizing their yearly allowance and by 
working in the different exhibit buildings 
at the Philippine expositon, they are en- 
abled to stay at the Fair while awaiting 
the opening of their schools in September. 
They are here on duty in the various 
buildings of their own government's exhi. 
bition. They would be very foolish not to 
take advantage, during their leisure, of the 
educational opportunities offered by this 
greatest of world’s fairs. 

That the people of this section furnished 
a good share of the soldiers for their coun- 
try’s war in the Philippines and elsewhere, 
is to their credit, yet it can scarcely be 
said that the people of the Philippines in- 
vited the American army to cross the 
ocean to fight them. If I recall the facts, 
it was not the Philippines who took the 
initiative. But that concerns us not now. 
What does concern us is whether a hun- 
dred young men sent by their own govern- 
ment to this country for education and 
Americanization are to be treated with 
tolerance or as “Westerner” would have us, 
as enemies. The whole point of his base- 
less tirade seems blunted by the fact that

TOKIO, Japan, Jwy —Major-General 
Fukushima of the Japanese general staff, 
who has just left Tokio with Field Mar- 
shal Oyama and Gen. Kodama, is one of 
the ablest, best equipped men at the head 
of military affairs in Japan. 

We may expect to hear of him as the 
administrator of the Manchurian terrttory 
occupied by the Japanese, a task which 
gives promise of assuming constantly in- 
creasing proportions, 

Unlike the other prominent men in the 
army and navy, he does not hal! from tile 
provinces of Satsuma or Choshu, and he 
seems to have made his way without that 
apparently indispensable preliminary quali- 
fication. Nor does he owe his prefermernt 
to wealth. 

He was born in 3, at Matsumoto, in 
Shinarfo Province, his family being very 
poor Samural; and he began life for him- 
self as a drummer boy in a regiment of Fis 
prince’s clan, having learned to drum in a 
modernized military school established by 
the Shogun, 

To qualify himself for a post in the 
newly organized arate department of the 
re-established central government of the 
Hmperor, young Fukushima studied mod- 
ern languages assiduously. But he was 
omployed only one year in that depart- 
ment, 1874. The next year he was trans- 
ferred to the general staff office. While a 
clerk there he added a special proficiency 
in geography to his other attainments.

Remonstrate. 


DAILY MEAL WOULD KILL HIM 


Anyone Who Wants to Take Him Out 
for a Promenade Can Have 
Privilege. 

The gila monster at the World's Fair 
Was in danger for a while of be- 
ing fed to death at the behest of the St. 
Ifuis Humane Society. A demand was 
made by an agent of the society that the 
réptile be fed at least twice a day. It was 
only by putting up some pretty strong 
natural history talk that J. W. Benham, 
owner of the monster, was able to avert 
& gorging which would have been very dis- 

tressing to the agila. 

It happens that the gila monster is ad- 
dicted to an austere and abstemious habit. 
It regards one or two square meals a 
week as quite a sufficiency, and would 
look upon three meals a week as ‘sinful 
waste of provender. 

Members of the Humane society did not 
know this, and when they heard that the 
monster was only getting fed twice a 
‘Week they were Indignan!. They sent an 
official out to the trading the In- 
dian reservation, where the monster is on 
view, with instructions to see to it that 
the monster got at least two meals a day. 

The official expected to see the gaunt- 


ness of starvation, but he wes surprised 
to find the monster quite plump and quite 
cheerful withal, for a monster. Its fat 
sides did riot look as if it had been fast- 
he officer told Mr. Benham what he had 
been hearing.and what he had been seni 
to do. Mr. Benham assured him that the 
monster was getting all the food it had 
any use for, and that it would not eal 
any more unless it was forced to, and 
that if it was forced to eat two meals a 
tt would soon be a dead gila.
